conductod by curious persons to ascer 
tain t\hich spider proclnced the best 
nnJ laigcst quantity of silk, for It has 
beun deiuonstinted that It Is an excel 
lent substitute for that of the Bilk- 
worm. 
Spiders from Paraguay and

1400 >ards In 11 days, and from the 
sixth. 4,200 jnrds to 27 days.

Importing a large num- 
ber of the spiders from Madagascar 
to Germany.
